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Sixteen United Church of Christ Women 

See Both Violence and Hope as South Africa 
Moves Towards Free Elections 

A "Third Force" may be appearing on the South African scene, but not as a 
new political party competing for power in the country's first multiracial elections 
next year. The "Third Force," many South Africans believe, is a coalition of white 
extremists and African tribal politicians who want to abort South African 
democratic transition to majority rule. 

This was what a delegation of 16 women from the United Church of Christ 
learned when they visited the strife-torn country August 1 1-24th. The women were 
from diverse ethnic backgrounds and ranged in age from 14 to 80. 

The delegates visited 1 7 cities and towns. At almost every stop, they said 
that religious and political leaders told them that the "Third Force" was largely 
responsible for the escalation of violence across the country. The first and second 
forces in South Africa are the African National Congress led by Nelson Mandela, 
and the South African government of President F. W. de Klerk. 

The "Third Force" is an alliance of white supremacists ... including neo- 
Nazis and their sympathizers in the South African security forces ... who bitterly 
oppose De Klerk's reversal of apartheid, and officials of the African tribal 
homelands created by the apartheid system. The tribal leaders stand to lose power 
if a strong multiracial government is elected next year. 

"Everywhere there is a sense of foreboding, and expectation of new 
violence," said delegate Mary Sue Cast, executive direction of the United Church's 
Coordinating Center for Women in Church and Society. "Sixty-eight people were 
killed in Soweto in our first week in South Africa. Five to ten people were killed 
every day in Natal province," said Cast. "Overwhelmingly, those who fire on trains 
and buses or into public gathering are widely believed to be hired by the "Third 
Force." 

The Rev. Yvonne Beasley, associate minister of the United Church's regional 
Southern Conference, said that the group witnessed devastation throughout the 
country. According to Beasley, one settlement near Durban, founded before World 
War I by Mahatma Gandhi as a cooperative multiracial community, had been 
nearly destroyed by firebomb attacks. 



"We visited the homeless women and children," said Beasley, who lives in 
Durham, NC. "As evening fell, they were gathering their few belongings, trying to 
decide where they could find a safe space to spend the night. The area was not 
safe. I met one woman who had lost most of her family." 

But the delegates also said there was hope for South Africa's future. 
Interracial women's organizations ... like the YWCA, Christian Women's 
Movement and Black Sash ... are "right on the edge," Beasley said. She added that 
the women's movement is now busy with voter education, especially for black 
South Africans who have never had an opportunity to vote in an election. 
Churches, which have resisted apartheid for years, are now beginning to face the 
challenge of desegregating their own congregations. 

"We were humbled by the women we met in South Africa," said Cast. "We 
met women who had grown old and never voted, but were training younger 
women in the mechanics of voting. We met women who have been overlooked all 
their lives by a system that exploited their manual labor, but still had the strength to 
educate themselves, and then to teach, nurture and organize others." 

In meetings with the South African Council of Churches, one of the groups 
that led the first against apartheid when the African National Congress was still 
banned by the government, the United Church delegates were told that despite 
progress towards free elections, sanctions should not be lifted until a multiracial 
transitional executive council is installed.

CONFERENCE COMMENTS: 

Associate Conference Minister: 

^^What shall we then say of these things ... ?^^ 

Southeast Conference moves along in its own unique way ... raising 
questions, creating anxieties and frustrations in some few instances, and touching 
the hearts of even the most faithful with small traces of doubt. No other Conference 



among the thirty-nine across the United Church of Christ world is quite like ours. 
For example, we stretch thinly and tautly like a rubber garment across nearly 
420,000 square miles of interstate territory including Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee, 
and parts of South Carolina, Florida, and Mississippi. To change the analogy, one 
could say we seem "too big for our britches" when we consider the vast program 
and mission priority areas we must cover at times with our relatively meager 
resources of funding and leadership. I think our dilemma is often similar to mine ... 
when I am called to decide whether I must either get a larger size or lose weight. 
Let us look briefly and frankly at our options in but a sampling of selected areas. 

Start with the challenges and opportunities relating to evangelism and 
church development. Beginning in the year 1990, we took upon ourselves the 
splendid goal of developing, and supporting the development, and supporting the 
development of, at least fifteen new churches. The view now is that our hearts were 
truly in the right place even though we miscalculated the growth potentials in some 
individual cases. ''What then shall we say of these things?" The actual rate of 
growth for some of these church starts, and the attempts to stretch the dollars we 
initially put aside for these projects are not matching the realities we face in this 
very critical area of our Conference mission and ministry. Do we lose weight or go 
to the larger size of effort? 

Then we have the problems arising in part out of our diversities of ethnic 
and racial characteristics, our sectional backgrounds of Southern and Northern 
upbringings, and our biblical, theological, and philosophical orientations. Shall we 
split up into camps of ethnic purity, stake out our ground under different regional 
flags, and divide God's word cafeteria style ... where each can pick and choose 
what is deemed most tasteful or nourishing to them? We do have our problems and 
they are unique to our situation. This is not intended as a sermon, but when 
applied to our ongoing life and work together as a unique Conference community 
of God, the Bible passage from Romans 8:31 does seem appropriate and timely. 
We are challenged in various ways and perhaps not exactly like any other 
Conference. Do we lose the extraordinary weight of our priorities for mission and 
ministry, or do we go up to the next larger size of commitment and service? 

In some ways it can be scary, causing us to be overly cautious or to 
compromise in our commitments to do what we intend to do. There is a view 
expressed among some highly regarded theologians that true faith is essentially an 
active obedience to our calling to be the people of God ... the followers of Jesus 
Christ. Out of this obedience comes strength undergirded by an assurance that, "If 
God be for us, who can be against us!"

United Church Board for World Ministries 

Great concern is being expressed by UCC leadership over recent anti- 
immigrant sentiment, both at home and in countries throughout the world. 

In California, it is Mexican immigrants. In Florida, in Europe and "in your 
neck of the woods," it is whichever ethnic group is most recently arrived and/or is 
most visible. These groups get the blame for destroying the "quality of life" for 
others. 

Ron Romero, General Secretary, Mission Program, UCBWM, writes: "After 
three weeks in California and a steady bombardment of anti-immigrant sentiment, I 
am moved to send you this plea that we find a way as ecumenical partners to 
counteract this growing hysteria. In the late 1970s the UCC formed a national 
immigration task group that responded to a very similar atmosphere by developing 
a comprehensive General Synod pronouncement and strategy for the distribution of 
information and resources to local congregations. The issues may be very similar 
but the world has changed considerably. This so-called post-Cold War period has 
unleashed a global phenomenon of nationalism and mean-spiritedness toward 
displaced persons who are often the most vulnerable in any society. 

Our churches and ecumenical partners all over the world have a rich history 
of responding to the needs of refugees and immigrants, a history that emerges out 
of our Christian commitment to justice and to the spirit of openness and hospitality 
to the "stranger" that we find throughout the scriptures. I hope we can build upon 
that legacy of inspiration and provide an ointment of love that may help heal a 
troubled world. 

I do not have a plan of action to offer you at the moment, but would value 
both information and ideas on how we might further network on this issue together, 
supporting one another in an atmosphere that I fear will only escalate during these 
days of profound economic shifts.
